A PIONEERING scheme to 
provide cheaper greener 
energy to heat and provide 
hot water to thousands of 
new homes and businesses has 
been given the go-ahead by 
Haringey Council. 

The local authority has approved 
the construction of a district energy 
network - a system of underground 
pipes supplying water heated by the 
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incineration of non-recyclable 
waste. Several such localised power 
schemes already exist in parts of 
London as well as in major UK cities 
including Sheffield and Bristol. 

Haringey plans to establish a 
network in north Tottenham, build¬ 
ing a power plant and installing 
underground pipes to supply 5,000 
new homes as part of the High Road 
West and Northumberland Park 
regeneration schemes. 

And there is the possibility of 
extending it to supply the massive 
nearby development 
accompanying the 
building of Tottenham 
Hotspur FC’s new 
£600million stadium, 
which includes hous¬ 
ing, hotels and a 
sports centre. 

As well as provid¬ 
ing affordable heating 
and hot water, steam 
will be used to drive a

turbine which will generate elec¬ 
tricity which can be sold to the 
National Grid. 

The District Energy Network will 
be wholly owned and managed by 
the local authority and is more 
environmentally friendly than oth¬ 
ers because fossil fuels which cause 
greenhouse gases are not used as a 
power source. 

It will help the council towards its 
target of reducing Haringey’s 
carbon footprint by 40 per cent 
by 2020, with the ultimate goal of 
it being a zero-carbon borough 
by 2050. 

“We’re determined that our ambi¬ 
tious regeneration plans go hand- 


in-hand with our commitment to 
cut carbon across the borough,” 
said Joe Goldberg, the council’s 
cabinet member for economic 
development, social inclusion 
and sustainability. 

“Taking the lead on a new munic¬ 
ipal energy company would mean 
bringing greener, cheaper energy 
from a secure local supply to thou¬ 
sands of new homes and busi¬ 
nesses,” added Mr Goldberg. 

“In the longer term, our ambition 
is to develop the District Energy 
Network so that it not only 
meets the energy needs of the 
area, but is also run by community 
customers.”

Waste conversion will carry on as existing site is replaced

A HUGE new plant that turns waste 
into energy has been approved for 
the borough. 

Greg Clarke, the Secretary of State 
for Business, Energy and Industrial 
Strategy, has given the green light for 
the North London Waste Authority 
(NLWA) to build a new energy recov¬ 
ery facility at Edmonton EcoPark, in 
Advent Way. 

Now that DCO (development consent 
order) has been approved, the NLWA, 


which is made up of 14 councillors 
from seven London boroughs, includ¬ 
ing Enfield, Barnet and Haringey, will 
consider the decision, and any condi¬ 
tions included, at a meeting in April. 

Clyde Loakes, the chairman of the 
NLWA , said: “I am delighted that the 
secretary of state has granted the DCO 
for a new energy recovery facility. 

“This puts the authority in the best 
possible position to consider the 
scheme in the round and secures the 
best way of managing north London’s 
non-recyclable waste long term.” 

The new energy recovery facility, to 


be built on a 38-acre site, will replace 
the existing one before it reaches the 
end of its lifespan in 2025 so it can con¬ 
tinue to turn waste into energy - heat 
and power. 

Following the development of the 
plans, work could start as early as 2019. 
The existing plant would be decommis¬ 
sioned and demolished once the new 
facility is up and running by 2028. 

As well as the new plant there will be 
a recycling centre open to the public 
from 2021 and a visitors’ centre where 
people can find out more about waste, 
recycling heat and power.

The cause of the blaze, which 
damaged a doorway on the ground 
floor, is being investigated.

THE welcome mat was put down 
by worshippers at an Enfield 
mosque at the weekend in a bid to 
dispel suspicion about Muslims 
and help residents gain a better 
understanding of their faith. 

The public - both non-believers 
as well as members of other reli¬ 
gions - were invited inside Enfield 
Mosque, in Ponders End High 
Street, on Saturday and Sunday to 
look around, chat with some of 
worshippers and learn about Islam 
in a special exhibition. 

The aim was to build bridges 
with the community and challenge 
ill-founded perceptions that some 
may have of Muslims based on 
media stories. 


“There is this misconception 
about Muslims due to media cover¬ 
age of extremists who are not rep¬ 
resentative of most Muslims,” said 
Iman Muhammad Uddin, one of 
the mosque’s holy leaders. 

“Islam is a peace-loving religion 
and so are the vast majority of UK 
and Enfield Muslims, and all we 
are saying is, ‘Don’t believe all you 
read, come and see for yourself’. 

“Some mistakenly think Mus¬ 
lims don’t believe in Jesus, but he 
is a prophet in our religion and so 
you can’t be a Muslim unless you 
do believe in him. 

“Inviting the wider community 
into our mosque to give us all the 
opportunity to understand each 
other better and to build bridges 
will hopefully make our commu¬ 
nity more resilient against division 


and hate, whoever the victims of 
that may be,” he added. 

The mosque has stood on its 
present site since 1981 and more 
than 1,500 Muslims worship there 
each week. 

Visitors were able to experience 
the five-times a day prayer sessions 
held at the mosque as well as the 
exhibition full of fascinating arte¬ 
facts charting the history of Islam. 

The invitation to visit the 
mosque and the exhibition was 
also extended to the borough’s 
schools on Monday afternoon and 
yesterday (Tuesday) afternoon. 

Dignitaries, councillors, MPs, 
faith leaders and businessmen as 
well as police officers were also 
invited on Monday week to collab¬ 
orate and work together for charity 
and the community.

Mammoth task meets with students’ approval

PRIMARY school pupils were treated 
to a rare glimpse of an archaeological 
dig where ancient artefacts were recov¬ 
ered on an Enfield site which had had 
a planning application suspended. 

The dig was part of an archaeological 
survey carried out to determine 
whether artefacts from the 
Mesolithic period - about 280,000 
years ago - were buried beneath 
the Prince of Wales Open Space, next 
to River Lee Navigation canal, in 
Enfield Lock. 

Year 5 youngsters from Prince 
of Wales Primary School, in 
Salisbury Road, Enfield Lock, 
watched the dig taking place as various 
artefacts were uncovered during 
excavation, including tools thousands 
of years old. 

The planning application to turn 


the site into a wetland to create a 
wildlife sanctuary and an area for the 
community had been |suspended by 
Enfield Council. 

A two-day survey was conducted on 
the site by members of the Enfield 
Archaeological Society, together with 
the Museum of London Archaeology 
earlier this month. 

Recent finds near the site have 
included a mammoth’s tusk and 
flint tools. 

Work on the Prince of Wales 
wetlands project is expected to 
start soon. 

“This dig has been a wonderful 
opportunity for the schoolchildren to 
learn about ancient Enfield,” said 
Ayfer Orhan, the council’s cabinet 
member for education, children’s 
services and protection. 


“Looking to the future, the creation 
of a new wetland area will not only 
make the space a haven for local 
residents, it will also create a 
wonderful facility for schoolchildren to 
help enhance their education, learn 
about climate change, flood prevention 
and wildlife. 

“We see this as a fascinating manner 
in which to enhance their learning,” 
she added 

Jan Bless, the headteacher at Prince 
of Wales Primary School, said that the 
development would be a good 
opportunity for students because they 
would have a “mini woodland just on 
their doorstep”.

Race hate thug behind bars 
following anti-terror probe

A RIGHT-WING extremist has been jailed for 
five years following a probe by anti-terrorist 
police officers. 

Hatemonger Sean Creighton came to the atten¬ 
tion of the Metropolitan Police’s Counter Terror¬ 
ism Command after he had posted a picture of 
himself on social media holding an assault rifle 
standing in front of a Nazi flag. 


The 45-year-old was prolific in posting racist 
and homophobic material with the intention of 
stirring up hatred. 

When police searched his address, which 
they are not disclosing for operational reasons, 
they discovered that he possessed a manual 
“useful to a person committing or preparing an 
act of terrorism.” 

They also discovered that he was using other 
methods to spread his vile message of hate, 
including putting offensive stickers on street fur¬ 


niture. Creighton, pictured, right, pleaded guilty 
to seven public order offences and one terrorism 
charge when he appeared at Kingston Crown 
Court last Thursday and was given a five-year 
prison sentence. 

Commander Dean Haydon, of the Counter 
Terrorism Command, said: “We are as commit¬ 
ted to apprehending and prosecuting far-right 
extremists who commit terrorist offences and 
promote hatred as we are those who support and 
promote ISIS.”

Development plans 
get the green light

A MULTI-MILLION-POUND development that 
promises to revamp the centre of Cockfosters has 
been given the go-ahead. 

Enfield Council’s planning committee voted in 
favour of the massive scheme, which includes a 
64-bedroom hotel, a medical centre, shops, 
restaurants and 164 new homes and has been 
christened “Cockfosters Green”. 

New trees, al fresco dining, a wooden play area 
and a series of courtyards will help create a “vil¬ 
lage green” feel and breathe new life into the 
area in Cockfosters Road. 

Now that the plans have been given the green 
light, bulldozers can move on to the site to pull 
down two of the 1960s buildings - Churchwood 
House and Holbrook House. 

The tallest of the three buildings, Black Horse 
Tower, will be partly demolished and an addi¬ 
tional floor will be constructed to provide 88 res¬ 
idential units within a ten-storey block. 

The rest will be divided between another two 
blocks, together with a central courtyard rooftop 
garden with a play area, a roof-level podium gar¬ 
den and landscaping of the green below. 

Developers anticipate the work will be com¬ 
plete by 2020. 

The planning committee voted eight to two in 
favour of the development on Tuesday last week. 

Architectural director Peter Newton said: “We 
have really concentrated our designs on creating 
an open, continuous and active frontage to 
increase fluidity of movement between the Tube 
station and the town centre, creating a safer and 
more attractive public realm environment. 

“We have focused on stitching the neighbour¬ 
hood together by creating a gateway building that 
clearly defines the reinvigorated Cockfosters 
Green and links the two stretches of the shopping 



parade to the north and south of the site. The 
new buildings are designed to mediate between 
the large 1960s’ retained building and the 
surroundings in scale, massing, materials and 
architectural language with the aim of enhancing 
the existing building as well as the adjoining 
built context.” 

But Cockfosters ward councillor Jason Char- 
alambous, who voted against the plans, said he 
did not share the architect’s optimism. 

“I was very much in favour of the redevelop¬ 
ment of the site and welcome additional new 
housing (including affordable) to the area, but 
the emergence of another big development will 
exacerbate parking and traffic problems which 
are already at breaking point. 

“The scale of the proposed development is 
excessive and will transform a pleasant, village¬ 
like environment into an overbearing urban one. 

“Regrettably, my concerns, echoed by local 
residents, were ignored in the interest of expedi¬ 
ency - as is all too often the case with Enfield’s 
planning committee. 

“We will therefore likely be left with another 
inappropriate development which will under¬ 
mine the area’s character, put considerable strain 
on local services and make commuting more 
miserable still.”

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A S chairman of the Enfield 
Youth Parliament, I would 
like to talk about what we 
are trying to do and about our 
main project.

FURTHER to councillor Daniel Ander¬

Current charging 
zones may reduce numbers but they do 
not restrict polluting vehicles. Moving 
from low emission to ultra emission 
zones will only deter people if they are 
enforced. Enfield has had a low emis¬ 
sion zone for years. How many vehi¬ 
cles have been stopped and banned? 


Enfield’s Air Quality Action Plan 
defines the causes of air pollution and 
where it is most dense in Enfield and 
discussed solutions in 2012. 

What action has been taken in the 
last five years to reduce pollution? 
Traffic restrictions in residential areas 
have increased congestion and pollu¬ 
tion on adjacent A roads and Cycle 
Enfield will add to the problem.

Regrettable decision 
will hurt Cockfosters 


LAST Tuesday evening (February 21) 
Enfield Council’s planning committee 
voted eight to two in favour of approv¬ 
ing the Cockfosters Green develop¬ 
ment adjacent to the Tube station. 

I was the only councillor to vote 
against (with one other abstaining). 

My reasons were simple and a 
reflection of the seemingly universal 
local disapproval I had detected: 

• That the emergence of another big 
development in the area will exacer¬ 
bate parking and traffic problems 
which are already at breaking point. 

• That the suggestion that the build¬ 
ing could include a much-needed NHS 
health centre was little more than a 
suggestion and that no firm guarantees 
were offered that this facility will 
be provided. 

• That the scale of the proposed 
development was excessive and will 
transform a pleasant, village-like 
environment into an overbearing urban 
one. That if this building at one end 
of the high street is considered relative 
to the recently built and monolithic 
Cat Hill/Bolingbroke development at 
the other end - you will essentially 
have the barricading of the street and 
Cockfosters village will turn into 
Cockfosters fortress. 


I was very much in favour of the 
redevelopment of the site and welcome 
additional new housing (including 
affordable) to the area - but for the rea¬ 
sons above, not in this form. 

What I therefore proposed were some 
slight tweaks to the proposal that would 
make it much more acceptable - for 
example, not adding another floor, 
securing guarantees for the health cen¬ 
tre and having a clear traffic strategy in 
place before works began. 

Regrettably, my concerns, echoed 
by residents, were ignored in the 
interest of expediency - as is all 
too often the case with Enfield’s 
planning committee.

AN Edmonton woman was among thousands who joined 
a march to protest over changes to the state pension age. 

Josephine Richards, 62, is one many women bom in the 
1950s who will have to wait a year longer, or more, before 
they can receive their state pension. 

Government changes have gradually increased the state 
pension age for women from 60 to 65 - and it will increase 
to 66 by 2020. 

Josephine, who lives in Hertford Road, Edmonton, is part 
of action group 50s WAG who joined the march to Westmin¬ 
ster last week, calling on a rethink by the government. 

She said that she wanted to represent the “voice” of 
Edmonton and echo women’s thoughts that the changes had 
been introduced far too quickly, preventing them from 
preparing for the future financially. 

“I want to raise awareness of the changes to the women of 
Edmonton and let them know there is an action group fight¬ 
ing for them,” she said. 

She is urging the government to revise the proposals and 
help those women “struggling” and living on the breadline. 

The government decided to make the changes as average 
life expectancy for men and women is going up. 

Edmonton MP Kate Osamor slammed the government for 
imposing changes she says “insults” the contribution women 
have made. 

“After a lifetime of hard work, raising families and paying 
taxes, millions of women have had their retirement plans 
shattered,” she said. 

She added that they had not been given sufficient time to 
make “alternative arrangements” for retirement. 

“I ask that any of the women in Edmonton affected by these 
changes come forward and contact my office, and I will do 
my utmost to hold the government to account on this issue,” 
she said.

Aggressive driver puts his foot down 


Car-free streets initiative marred by 'ugly incident 7

POLICE had to be called out to a car-free street - where 
children could run up and down - after a driver refused to 
accept the restrictions. 

Devonshire Road, in Palmers Green, was closed tem¬ 
porarily to through traffic on Sunday, February 19, as part 


of a monthly Play Streets scheme, during which cars are 
banned in favour of children playing. 

But the event was marred by “ugly” scenes when an 
aggressive driver accelerated past a steward insisting he 
was a resident and had the right to continue - even though 
he was not. He returned a couple of hours later and police 
attended again. 

Maire Harris, a Devonshire Road, resident, said: “It was 
very unfortunate. We had just closed the 
road so the children could play outside 
on their bikes and scooters. Then this 
man came down in his car and refused 
to stop. He was driving at quite some 
speed, so a steward chased after him. 

“The driver got out and complained 
that the steward had smashed up his car. 
The driver was very aggressive and 
refused to move for about ten minutes. 

“Then he came back later with his dad 
in the car. It was an ugly incident and 
sets a terrible example to the children. 

“It’s not nice, but it’s important to 
remember it’s only the second time it’s 
happened in the three years we’ve been 
doing this.” 

A police spokesman said: “We had 
three calls to Devonshire Road on that 
day. All three were linked to a driver 
attempting to drive through the road.” 

Over the past few years, Play Streets 
have been rolled out in two thirds of 
London boroughs by the charity London 
Play to get children playing outside in 
the fresh air and meeting neighbours. 

Enfield has a particularly high con¬ 
centration of these streets, which neigh¬ 
bours regularly agree to close 
temporarily to through traffic with 
access for residents only - with the

council’s approval. Devonshire Road, 
Old Park Road, New River Crescent and 
Riverside Gardens, all in Palmers 
Green, The Mall, in Southgate, and 
Orpington Road, in Winchmore Hill, all 
run play streets. 

Maire and her husband have been play 
street organisers from the start and their 
twins, aged 11, have made some bril¬ 
liant friends through the scheme. 

Maire added: “It allows the children 
to play on their own street, rather than 
behind closed doors. It also allows the 
neighbours to meet and develops a great 
community spirit. Not only that but it 
gets the kids, outside, playing, and off 
their laptops.” 

Paul Hocker, the development director 


of London Play, said: “Children have 
not changed. Their innate desire to play 
and make friends through play remains 
the same as it was 50 years ago. 

“But the reality is that on an average 
day most children play outside for less 
that 30 minutes - and one in five chil¬ 
dren does not play outside at all. 

“This suggests that across Enfield 
almost 17,000 children do not play out¬ 
side. Children are spending twice as 
long inside on screens as they are play¬ 
ing outside.” 

Devonshire Road is hosting another 
open play street on Sunday, March 19, 
from 2pm to 5pm, and people thinking 
of setting up a similar scheme can go 
along and have a look for themselves.

Council 
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Woman’s escape 
as tree topples 
over into garden

A 76-YEAR-OLD woman is counting her bless¬ 
ings after a brush with death when a giant tree 
crashed down into her back garden during Storm 
Doris last week. 

Margaret Aukett had been out when the 50- 
foot-tall tree, on land occupied by a housing 
scheme for ex-servicemen and women at the back 
of her hime, in Shooters Road, Enfield, was 
brought down by gale-force winds on Thursday 
afternoon. 

The grandmother said it was “fortunate” she 
had not been using the tumble drier kept in the 
garage at the time because she would have been 


crossing the garden to get to it and could have 
been crushed to death. 

“Thankfully, I had been collecting my grand¬ 
son from college, but I was shocked when I saw 
the damage, it had caused” she said. 

Her 80-year-old next-door neighbour Anne 
Preston, had been in the lounge at the back of her 
home when she heard “one almighty crash”. She 
said: “I could see the tree had landed in Margaret’s 
garden and her back fence had been flattened.” 

She said it wasn’t the first time the rows of trees 
backing on to their properties had fallen into back 
gardens. One had crashed down on her conserva¬ 
tory in 1987 and another fell into her garden, 
smashing the fence three years ago. 

Haig Housing, landlords of the scheme provid¬ 



ing affordable homes for military veterans, said 
that, although they no longer had access to 
records more than 30 years ago, it was “most 
likely” the tree came down during the Great 
Storm of 1987 and added that the trees had been 
surveyed in 2014. 

Ms Aukett said she had raised concerns with 
Haig that the tree at the bottom of her garden was 
rotten. Haig said that they carried out regular 
inspections on their properties and grounds 
including “necessary maintenance” work on the 


trees and had trimmed the branches in 2014. 
Responding to concerns from Ms Aukett that 
delays in repairing her fence was an open invita¬ 
tion to burglars, Haig said their grounds mainte¬ 
nance contractor would be assessing the damage. 

“Once this has been completed we will be in a 
better position to assess any further repairs 
deemed necessary,” said a spokesman. 

He added that Haig would liaise with Ms 
Aukett and refer additional repair work to their 
insurance companies. 



MP pressing for increase in price of strong cider 


Price rise: David Burrowes 
is calling for an increase 
in the cost of some cider 


CALLS for higher prices on 
super-strength cider have been 
made by MP David Burrowes 
before next week’s budget. 

The MP for Enfield South- 
gate has been a staunch cam¬ 
paigner for increased tax rates 
on alcohol such as “white 
cider”, which has been a popu¬ 
lar choice of drink among 
addicts because it is cheap. 


During a visit to St Mary’s 
Hospital, in Paddington, last 
week, Mr Burrowes met liver 
disease expert Professor Mark 
Thursz, who highlighted the 
implications of white cider, 
which has an alcohol content 
of 7.5 per cent. 

Mr Burrowes said it was a 
“scandal” that, for the same 
cost of an off-peak cinema 


ticket, seven-and-a-half litres 
of white cider - containing as 
much alcohol as 53 shots of 
vodka - could be brought from 
supermarkets and shops. 

Last year, during a House of 
Commons debate on the finan¬ 
ce bill, Mr Burrowes called on 
the government to raise the 
alcohol tax on the drink. 

He said that the high alcohol 


content and cheap price made 
it an attractive drink for addicts. 

“This is a social injustice 
as it enables addicts to con¬ 
tinue their dependency and 
white cider relates to 78 per 
cent of deaths among Thames 
Reach homeless charity 
clients,” he said. 

He added that he was 
“pleased” that some retailers 


had taken responsibility by 
withdrawing white cider from 
store shelves. 

“It’s time for the government 
to take a national lead and I 
will continue to press for this 
to happen,” he said.

Action-packed Hamlet does not disappoint 


Hamlet 

Millfield Theatre, February 23 


WITH high winds raging and dark 
skies overhead, it was somewhat 
appropriate that Millfield was transformed 
into Elsinore for Shakespeare’s classic 
tale of revenge. 

This production was billed as “Hamlet for 
the Game of Thrones generation” and 
director Max Lewendel signalled his intent 
early on when Hamlet’s nemesis Laertes 
(tackled by the sparky Andrew Venning) 
brutally dispatched a duelling opponent in 
a river of stage blood. 

The action moved at a brisk pace, with 
the titular hero (Nicholas Limm) 
transformed from a timid youth into a man 


of action when the ghost of his father (Will 
Harrison-Wallace) appears in a cloud of dry 
ice to reveal that he has been murdered by 
his brother (and Hamlet’s uncle), the 
treacherous Claudius (also played by 
Harrison-Wallace). 

As a result, Claudius now sits on the 
throne of Denmark and, to add insult to 
injury, has “with unseemly haste” married 
Hamlet’s mother Gertrude (Portia Booroff). 

There was much to like in this 
production. Limm was particularly 
persuasive in the title role, torn between 
his desire for vengeance and his 
uncertainty in his own ability to do the job. 

At times his lines were spoken by other 
actors, giving an indication of his inner 
turmoil as the different voices in his head 


compete for his attention. 

It made for a Hamlet who really was “but 
mad north-north-west”. 

Limm was ably supported by Camille 
Marmie, who made for a confident Horotio, 
Kerry Gooderson as the brittle Ophelia 
and Robert Harris-Hughes as the 
scheming Polonius. 

As the action reached its grim finale, 
Laertes returns to seek vengeance of his 
own for the deaths of his sister (Ophelia) 
and father (Polonius) and before one 
could say murder most foul, bodies littered 
the stage, Hamlet was taking his final 
bow and this reviewer found himself 
wanting more. 

Quite literally, this was bloody good stuff.

HAVING left the building two years ago, “Elvis” is returning to 
Edmonton’s Millfield Theatre on Friday evening.

film review 









LOGAN (15,137 mins) 


T IME waits for no mutant in 
Hugh Jackman’s grim and 
explosively violent swansong 
as one of the most iconic charac¬ 
ters in the X-Men universe. 

Set in the year 2029, Logan paints 
a bleak portrait of super-powered 
beings on the verge of extinction in 
a brutal, intolerant world that 
destroys what it cannot understand. 

Director James Mangold tur¬ 
bocharges the muscular action 
sequences including several bruis¬ 
ing skirmishes between the lead 
character and his pursuers that 
invariably end with those razor- 
sharp claws slicing through flesh 
like a hot knife through butter. 

There is plenty of spectacle here, 
punctuating a moving story of 
unconventional families in crisis, 
exemplified by the touching rela¬ 
tionship between the title character 
and his 90-year-old surrogate father, 
Professor Charles Xavier (Patrick 
Stewart).

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KANE IS PRAISED 
AFTER HAT-TRICK

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR manager 
Mauricio Pochettino hailed Harry 
Kane after the striker grabbed 
another hat-trick in Sunday’s 4-0 
Premier League victory at home to 
Stoke City. 

Kane had scored three times in 
Spurs’ FA Cup win over Fulham the 
previous weekend and he repeated 
the feat in this match - netting the 
first three goals in a win which saw 
the side climb into second place in 
the table. 

The treble led to Kane, who was 
out of action through injury for the 
best part of two months earlier in 
the campaign, becoming the first 
Tottenham player to net 20 times in 
three successive seasons since Jimmy 
Greaves and also resulted in him 
moving joint top of the Premier 
League’s goalscoring charts for this 
season with Arsenal star Alexis 
Sanchez and Romelu Lukaku of 
Everton. 

And, following Kane’s latest hero¬ 
ics in front of goal, Pochettino has 
no doubts that he deserves to be 
labelled as one of the best strikers in 
the world. 

“It’s no surprise to me,” the man¬ 
ager said. “For me, whether or not 
he scores he’s the same. He’s a top 
player, one of the best. He’s a top 
professional and a top man. It’s fan¬ 
tastic to have Harry on the team. 

“He is playing at a very good level. 
He’s one of the best strikers in the 
world. He deserves it because he’s a 
great professional. 


“It does not surprise me. With how 
he behaves, how professional he is 
and how like a man he is - he has 
the perfect profile to be a legend at 
this club.” 

While Pochettino reserved special 
praise for Kane, he was delighted 
with the way the whole team 
bounced back from their hugely dis¬ 
appointing Europa League exit at 
the hands of Gent at Wembley 
Stadium three days earlier. 

“The performance was fantastic,” 
he added. “I’m very pleased with 
the effort after Thursday. We were 
all disappointed after Wembley and 
this was a big, big response. It’s for 
that reason that we all feel very 
proud. 

“We played very well. The first 
half was fantastic, the second half 
we controlled and managed the 
game and created some more. The 
three points were important for us to 
keep our position in the table. 

“The competition doesn’t wait for 
you and it’s important to keep going, 
to be clever in how we assess every 
situation and think ahead - now to 
the Premier League and the FA Cup.” 

After Kane’s treble had put Spurs 
in control, Dele Alii added the 
fourth in his first outing since his 
sending off for a horror tackle in the 
Europa League match against Gent. 

Pochettino said: “I gave Dele love, 
more love than normal. He is very 
mature. I am very happy for him 
because he was very sad. 

“He is only 20 years old and I 
would always protect him. For me 
he is one of the best young players
